Determined -pi  eparation  on  Uie  pari 
of  Weot  German  offlciala  and  occupa- 
tion forces  may.  a>  U said,  have 
averted  a major  **lm:ldenl  ’ in  the  streets 
of  Berlin  on  Sunday,  but  the  West  woaid 
be  foolish  to  read  Into  this  any  thought 
that  the  Kremlin  has  abandoned  either  Its 
designs  on  the  capital  or  the  tenacity  of  its 
hold  on  a large  number  of  German  youths. 
The  prior  record,  up  to  and  including  Whit- 
suntide, has  bee‘n  too  clear  for  that.  The 
real  danger  in  Sunday's  situation  was  that 
an  equal  and  opposing  body  of  German 
youth  was  wailing  for  the  Communists  to 
cross  the  civic  border.  le.ss  disciplined  than 
the  deluded  youths  under  the  ^d  banner. 
Fortunately  the  show  of  preparation  was 
enough,  and  the  Russians  did  not  risk  it. 

That  does  not  dispose  of  the  continuing 
questions  Soviet  leaders  have  taken  every 
step  short  of  open  conflict  to  try  to  squeeze 
what  is  left  of  the  Allies  out  of  Berlin.  The 
Whitsuntide  demonstration  — nominally  a 


siJorU  and  youth  rally  for  Communist  Ger- 
man youth— could  easily  have  turned  into 
serious  rioting  and  a Russian  excuse  that 
force  was  necejisary  to  pul  it  down.  Had 
there  been  no  Allied  preparation  that  might 
well  have  been  the  actual  sequence.  As 
matters  stood  the  rally  and  the  sports  were 
held;  both  sldw  kept  to  their  own  quarters, 
and  a few  score  Communist  youths  crossed 
the  border  on  harmle.ss  sightseeing  tours, 
bringing  tales  of  grim  misery  with  them 
from  the  otheu-side. 

Tlie  pertinent  fact  in  so  far  as  German 
youth  is  concerned  Is  that  neither  the  East 
nor  the  West  has  succeeded  yet  in  remov- 
ing the  Hitler  legend.  In  both  youth  camps 
there  is  distrust  of  the  East  and  the  West: 
a dislike  for  “occupation”  in  any  form; 
and  a hard,  bitter  cynicism  which  was  the 
almost  inevitable  result  of  the  complete 
breakdown  of  a nation  under  arms  in  a 
losing  war.  Democracy  has  some  distance

CONFUSION  will  be  nothing  new  to  the 
United  Nations.  Judging  by  some  past 
performances  there,  but  Mr.  Trygve 
Uc  may  well  be  right  when  he  says  that 
If  the  Chinese  question  is  not  settled  soon 
thts  will  be  the  atmosphere  that  will  envelop 
the  meeting  of  the  General  Assembly  in 
September.  So  long  as  Russia  boycotts 
the  work  of  the  United  Nations  will  the 
world  organization  be  hamstrung  as  a 
peacellme  instrument  on  a global  scale 
Mr.  Lie’s  concern,  as  the  senior  permanent 
official  of  the  United  Nations,  is  under- 
standable. 

It  Is  plea.sanl  to  have  Mr.  Lie's  assurance 
on  his  return  from  Moscow  that  Russia 
still  has  confidence  in  the  United  Nations 
and  wants  It  to  work.  One  might  say  that 
if  this  is  so  all  the  Russians  need  to  do  is  to 
.return  to  the  fold  and  take  their  rightful 
place  at  the  council  table.  The  boycott, 
while  an  effective  medium  of  prote.st  in 


some  instances,  ts  scarcely  an  evidence  of 
good  will.  Yet  while  doubting  Russian 
methods  it  has  to  be  said  they  have  reality 
on  their  side  when  they  demand  that  the 
Nationalist  China  delegate  be  unseated 
amt  a Communist  China  delegate  elected 
m his  stead. 

The  facts  of  physical  control  of  China 
are  not  to  be  disputed  no  matter  how  they 
may  be  regretted.  Chiang  Kai-sheks  repre- 
sentative on  the  Security  Council  no  longer 
represents  China,  so  that  there  Is  validity 
to  Russian  Insistence  that  another  Soviet 
satellite  be  given  recognition  by  the 
United  Nations.  The  Whitsuntide  Com- 
munist flop  in  Berlin  may  Induce  Russia 
to  be  more  adamant  than  ever  on  this 
matter.  A Russian  victory  at  the  United 
Nations  on  the  Chinese  question,  which 
seems  almost  certain,  would  help  to  restore 
prestige  damaged  badly  because  of  Western 
firmness  in  the  German  capital.

Rejection  by  the  policy  committee 
of  the  Inleinallonai  Woodworkers  of 
Amcru  a of  the  terms  of  settlement 
sugge^ted  bv  a three-man  conciliation  board 
l»a..  come  as  acmicvkhat  of  a surprise.  The 
union  has  its  own  nominee  on  the  board, 
and  since  the  compromise  agreement  it 
recommended  represented  the  board  s 
unanimous  view  of  a fair  hcttlemenl.  the 
expectation  was  that  the  dispute  over  a 
new  conlia<*t  for  the  lumber  industry 
could  be  determined  without  recourse  to 
strike  action.  That  is  still  possible,  for 
both  sides  apparently  remain  ojwn  to  con- 
tinued negotiation. 

The  union’s  committee  has  shown  good 
Judgment  In  not  rushing  the  membership 
into  a strike  vote.  June  15  has  been  set 
as  the  date  for  the  taking  of  the  poll,  and 


that  allow.*,  ample  opportunity  for  the  issues 
to  be  further  canvawd  in  the  meantime. 
For  the  good  of  evei^one.  and  especially  the 
men  themselves,  it  is  to  be  hoped  that 
reason  will  prevail  and  that  work  in  the 
woods  can  continue  without  another  in- 
terruption like  the  strike  at  the  peak  of 
the  season  in  1946. 

The  unusual  length  and  severity  of  last 
Winter  seriously  curtailed  earnings  in  the 
logging  Industry,  and  with  memory  of  what 
they  lost  In  wages  In  1946  still  fresh.  II 
seems  unlikely  that  the  workers— or  their 
famllle.s— would  relish  the  thought  of  a 
work  stoppage  at  a time  when  full  employ 
ment  is’  available.  The  1946  strike,  which 
m the  end  yielded  the  men  nothing  they 
cottid  not  have  had  without  stopping  work, 
was  too  costly  a mistake  to  be  repealed.

CAIRO— Soviet  agent*  and  sym- 
pathiser* In  Arab  countries  have 
launched  a large-scale  propaganda 
campaign  to  widen  the  breach  be- 
tween Anglo-Saxons  And  Arabs  and 
to  prevent  the  latter  from  Joining  the 
Western  camp  in  a future  conflict. 

Increased  underground  activity  of 
CommunlsU  and  their  Influenllal 
connections  in  Cairo,  the  presence  of 
Communist  agitators  among  the  750.- 
000  Arab  refugee* — victims  of  the 
PalesUne  war -and  the  pro-8oviel 
derlaratlona  of  certain  Syrian  poll- 
tieians  all  point  to  the  fact  that  the 
Kremlin  Is  hatching  new  designs  in 
the  Middle  East 

The  "brains"  of  the  Soviet  propa- 
ganda and  inflUratlon  outfit  In  the 
Arab  countries  Is  Daniel  Solod,  former 
Rushan  Minister  to  Syria  and  the 
Lebanbn.  who  has  returned  to  Mos- 
cow to  head  the  new  Office  of  Middle 
Eastern  Affairs  in  the  Russian  Foreign 
Ministry. 

Before  returning  home.  Solod  In- 
formed the  Syrian  Government  that 
Riuuila  was  willing  to  sell  them  arm*. 
Alnc*  the  Syrian  Army  couldn't  get 
them  from  Britain  or  the  United 
States.  Solod's  farewell  interviews 
with  various  political  and  non-poU- 
ttcal  leader*  in  Damascus  re.sulted  In 
kind  declarations  for  the  Soviet  Union 
In  the  Syrian  press. 

Dr.  Maaroof  El  E>a«’aleebe.  Syrian 
Minister  of  National  Economy,  and  a 
good  friend  of  Daniel  Solod.  several 
times  repealed  hU  proposal  for  a 
treaty  of  friendship  between  Syria 
and  the  Soviet  Union  and,  possibly, 
other  Arab  state*  Similar  proposals 
were  vol^d  by  the  Egyptian  Socialist 
Party,  the  Egyptian  Nallonallsl  Parly, 
and  the  Moslem  Socialist  Front,  new 
name  for  the  fanatical  Moslem  Broth- 
erhood Association  of  Syria.

As  a first  atep  to  a treaty  of  friend- 
ship. Dr.  Dawaleebc  said  he  was  now 
negotiating  a trade  agreement  with 
Buasia.  Solod  I*  reported  to  have 
taken  proposals  for  closer  eo-opera- 


tion  between  the  two  eountric*  to 
Moscow. 

Dr.  Dawaleebc  is  the  man  who  said 
a few  weeks  ago  that  Arab*  would 
prefer  a thougand  times  to  become 
a Soviet  republic  rather  than  see  their 
countries  "Uonlsed"  by  the  United 
States. 

Communist  party  beadquaiters  In 
Beirut,  Haifa  and  Naureih  have  re- 
ceived new  orders  from  Moscow  to 
exploit  the  discontent  and  miserable 
condiUons  in  Arab  refugee  camp*  in 
Lftenon.  Syria  and  Jordan,  and 
among  Arab  mlnorliy  groups  In  UracL 
Report*  from  these  camps  aay  Com- 
munist agitators  organized  mass 
meetings  to  indoctrinate  the  refugee* 
against  the  U N.  Economic  Survey 
Mi-sslon  for  the  Middle  Cast.
